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Negotiations Behind Closed Doors 


Information on the requests from 
Placentia city employees for an 
increase in their salaries and 
benefits, will be withheld from the 
taxpayers until all the negotiatons 
are completed, it was indicated here 
this week. 

Negotiations will be conducted 
completely behind closed doors, 
without public input, except for city 
council member participation, it was 
reported. 

‘‘That is the common practice,”’ 
Lee Sale, the city’s Director of 
Personnel explained. 

Requests from all organizations 
negotiating (there are _ three 
reported), will not be known unless 
the employee groups decide to make 
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the information public, it was 
intimated. This apparently will be 
done by at least one group, the major 
negotiator, the Orange County 
Employees Association, only if an 
impasse is reached. 


Whose responsibility it might be * 


to inform the public of what is 
transpiring, if that obligation 
exists, also appeared to be 
somewhat in doubt this week. John 
’Malley, administrator of the city 
Orange County contracts division of 
OCEA and chief negotiator for city 
employees affiliated with OCEA, 
said he thought that was the ‘“‘city 
administration’s responsibility.’’ 
“They are the ones who are 
responsible to the taxpayers,” 


O’Malley reasoned. ‘‘Not us.’’ He 
said that he considered the 
negotiations between the two 
groups like those in the private 
sector between employees and 
management. By management, he 
said, he meant the city administrator 
and his staff. 

“The taxpayers are like the 
stockholders in the company,” 
O’Malley explained. ‘‘We are 
opposed to negotiating in a gold fish 
bowl. It’s detrimental to a 
settlemert.”’ 

He said, however, that if the talks 
reached an impasse ‘‘then we would 
go to the public.”’ 

This was the case, it was recalled,

of progress on Placentia Library 
District employee negotiations a 
year ago. Library employees are 
represented by the same county 
organization, OCEA. 

Personnel director, Sale, said this 
week that the city has no intentions 
of releasing either the requests 
already made by employee groups or 
the offers city staff, after executive 
sessions with city council members, 
will make in return. 

“It’s just customary to do it the 
other way,’’ Sale explained. ‘‘We 
wouldn’t reveal their position and 
we don’t reveal ours until we have 
come to an agreement. Then the 
information will be provided to the 
public. That’s just the way it’s 


done.”’ 

Involved before negotiations are 
started, is $2,512,122 that it now 
costs Placentia citizens for salaries 
and benefits for approximately 130 
to 135 employees. That figure is 
almost 40 per cent of the complete 
city budget, staff reports. 

Sale said that city council 
members are in on the negotiations 
from the beginning but do not 
actually take part at the bargaining 
table. He confirmed that people 
negotiating on both sides are on the 
public payroll, receiving their 
livelihood from taxpayers. The 
exception would be paid negotiators 
representing employees only. 

Mayor George De Jesus queried 


on the lack on balance on the two 
sides, said that it raised an 
interesting point. ‘‘It has always 
been done this way and I had not 
given the matter any particular 
thought.”’ 

De Jesus said that this procedure 
is similar to private enterprise where 
everyone is on the company’s 
payroll. 

It is still supposed, he indicated, 
that although the negotiators for the 
company are on company payroll, 
still they would do a creditable job in 
upholding the company’s interest. 

Sale indicated that he believed 
involving the public would prolong 
the negotiations ‘‘and we would

Decision on where to locate a new 
Community Medical Clinic in the 
north Orange County area, is 
expected to be made within the next 
month, officials indicated this week. 

Sites under consideration include

A broad, frontal attack against the 
problems besetting the vintage 
Bradford House was launched with 
diversity last week, as the special 
Blue Ribbon committee of profess- 
ional people took up the crusade. 


The committee, appointed by city 
council, has set a target date of 
September 21, to find solutions for 
the circumstances of the 1904 house, 
built by the founder of the city of 
Placentia Albert S. Bradford. 


Elected chairman of the com- 
mittee was Claris Jones, a Fullerton 
resident who lives in the Placentia 
Unified School District. Mrs. Jones 
and her husband, Dr. C. Eugene 
Jones were among the leaders in 
establishing the recently opened 
Heritage House in the Arboretum at 
California State University, Fuller- 
ton, where Dr. Jones is the director. 

Among delegates meeting last

Councilman Gomez's vote was not 
needed, however, as Councilwoman 
Virginia Farmer, at the beginning of 
the discussion Tuesday night, said 
that she had reviewed the use permit 
in depth and that she wished to 
change her opinion. She had 
previously voted in favor of the 
permit. 

Mrs. Farmer based her decision, 
she said, on complaints of senior

School lunches will cost more in 
September...five cents more. 

The Placentia Unified School 
District Board of Trustees Monday 
night unanimously approved the 
hike in lunch prices in an attempt to 
meet rising costs involved in salaries 
and foods and supplies. 

A type A lunch, grades 1 through 
6 will be 50 cents; grades 7 through 
12, 5S cents and adults 85 cents. 

The iunches appear to be a 
bargain, however as information 
provided to trustees showed the 
operation to be on a deficit basis with 
a ten cent increase actually indicated 
to cover expense. That much of an 
increase was not recommended, 
however. 

Agreements for milk deliveries 
also were confirmed with Adohr 
dairies to serve Brookhaven, Ruby 
Drive, Sierra Vista, Topaz and

never get through.”’ 

The personnel director said that if 
the public is dissatisfied with the 
results of the negotiations ‘‘they can 
complain anytime.’’ However, it 
would be too late for that year’s 
negotiations, Sale agreed. 

The public is scheduled to receive 
its information at an open meeting at 
the completion of an agreement 
along with the history of what has 
transpired. Until that time informa- 
tion is expected to be withheld from 
the public and the press. ‘ 

In the case of a three year 
contract, which has just been 
completed by city employees 
represented by OCEA, it would then 
be a three year period before any 
public dissatisfaction might become 
pertinent. 

Sale said that it was unlikely that 
there will be any more three year 
agreements, but more _ probably 
contracts for a year at a time. 

Most of the city’s employees, 
excluding the police and midman- 
agement, who have their own 
negotiating organizations, are re- 
presented by OCEA. The Placentia 
Fire Department, when the city had 
one, was represented by a fireman’s 
union, an affiliate of AFL-CIO. The 
city’s fire service, long in 
dissension, is now with the county. 

Since Placentia employees have 
been affiliated with OCEA, they 
have had a two year contract with the 
city and one for three years, Sale 
reported. Information was _ not 
available on the two year contract, 
but over the past three years, in one 
negotiation, city employee raises 
were agreed to in the amounts of 6.3 
per cent, 8.1 per cent and 9 per cent 
or a total in the three years of 23.4 
per cent, almost a quarter paychecks 
increase. 

In addition, the cost of employees 
benefits, excluding vacations and 
sick leave, have risen roughly to 
$280,000, covering such areas as 
insurance, health insurance, educa- 
tion benefits and other negotiated 
items. 


This year’s negotiations are 
expected to be complete by October 
1, the final date of the current 
contracts. One of the three 
negotiators for the city side, Jack 
Slota, already has received a 
promotion and a raise at the last 
session of the city council Tuesday 
night. 

Slota was promoted from 
‘“‘administrative assistant’’ to ‘‘as- 
sistant to the city administrator’, a 
change in wording and _ job 
classification including a raise of $45 
a month. His new position places 
him in the center of a salary range 
from $1,383.43 a month to 
$1,707.33. 


Recommendation for the advance 
was made by personnel director 
Sale, the chief negotiator for the city 
side of the bargaining table and was 
tecommended by Edwin Powell, 
Placentia City Administrator, whose 
annual salary at $37,404 makes him 
one of the highest paid Orange 


County administrators in a city the | 


Size of Placentia. 
Sale said that he believes that 


comparisons between salaries here 
and those in other cities in Orange 
County no matter what the size, are 
valid because ‘‘being a policeman is 
the same everywhere...or a 
secretary.”’ 

Legal opinion Sale stated, is that 
information during the process of 
negotiations can be shared with the 
public or withheld. ‘‘The best advice 
we have,’’ he said, “‘is that the 
process should remain confiden- 
tial.”’

council, three managers of local 
banks, wife of a bank executive, an 
author, insurance agent, a college 
student and other civic leaders.

Mrs. Sylvia Hoskins, president of 
the Placentia Founders Society 
reported that the immediate 
neighbors to the heritage home do 
not want a parking lot for the park 
nor large numbers of people using 
the home. 

Councilwoman Virginia Farmer 
replied: ‘If the neighborhood 
doesn’t want a parking lot there, 
then they don’t want the house 


there.’’ Other members spoke of 
parking as mandatory. 

Two bankers, Charles Barranco, 
manager of the Placentia Bank of 
America and Mary Bette, manager 
of Fullerton Savings and Loan 
Association stressed that concrete 
facts are needed. 

‘*Any study has to have some kind 
of cost analysis,’’ Mrs. Bette 
pointed out, ‘‘as to the amount of 
money put in and the number of 
people it serves and the cost for 
serving those people. If it is going to 
person to person, I don’t think you 
can validly use tax money for it and 
tax money has to somehow be found 
for maintenance.”’ 


Leonard Rodgers, vice president 
of Century Federal Savings and 
Loan added: ‘‘I’m looking far 
beyond the inconvenience that may 
be caused to a group of people or the 
dollars and cents. I’m looking at 
generations, three, four or five 
generations from now. We’ ve got to 
save something. Why didn’t they 
tear down Mt. Vernon? It’s an old 
house! 

“I think we’ re talking about one of 
the greatest intangibles there is, 
that we have so few old relics left in 
this nation of ours. I think we are a 
nation of people who destroy some of 
the most magnificent things we 
have.”’ 

Figures were not available to the 
committee as to the cost of bringing 
the heritage home up to code. 
Estimates were $40,000 to $72,000 
to $107,000 range. 

Barranco: ‘‘If the cheapest we can 
get away with is $50,000, oh, boy, 
we've got a problem to begin with.’’ 

Rodgers: ‘‘Another thing we’re 


overlooking is not just bringing the 
property up to staus quo, but the 
maintenance.” 

Rodgers continued: ‘‘This is 
Placentia’s contribution to the 
Bicentennial of the United States of 
America. One hundred or 200 years 
from now, people will ask what did 
the citizens of Placentia contribute? 
The citizens of Placentia got 
together and decided to preserve 
what is available,’’ he suggested. 

Another decision made by the 
committee will involve a search into 
possible grants for which the house 
might be eligible. Also mentioned 
was the current cost of insurance on 
the house with committee member 
Monty Holst quoting a figure of $900 
a year (present policy is $3,000 
annually) for fire insurance only. 

Mrs. Dorothy Freeman, former 
school principal in the Placentia 
Unified School District and child- 
ren’s author, asked for a list of all 
cultural, social and recreational 
activities conducted by the city of 
Placentia, their cost’ and the 
numbers of people involved in each. 

‘*What we are proposing is just a 
piece of the whole big problem,”’ 
Mrs. Freeman pointed out, ’’and we 
need to see what the whole big 
program looks like.”’ 

The next meeting of the group will 
be held at 7:30 p.m. Thursday, 
August 12 in the Conference Room 
at City Hall. ; -

effort official. 

State and federal officials may 
become involved and will be 
encouraged to acknowledge the 
recent efforts of Piacenza citizens in 
their elaborate entertainment of 
American youngsters, who lately 
visited the Italian shores under 
supervision of Mrs. Curtis (Eva) 
Carter. Mrs. Carter’s bilingual 
talents early placed her in the center 
of the international cultural 
exchange. 

The efforts of the two groups of 
citizens is next expected to be aimed 
at a visit of Italian adults to 
Placentia, California in the summer 
of 1977. 

Taking note from Rome of all that 
is going on is Pope Paul VI who 
recently lauded the goodwill efforts 
in his talk in five languages at a 
Papal audience at which the 
Placentia and Piacenza youngsters 
and chaperones were conspicuously 
placed in the front row. 

‘‘I was impressed that he (Pope 
Paul) singled out Placentia, ‘‘Lyons, 
who was mayor of the city of 
Placentia when the Piacenza 
students visited here, recalls. He 
told all 10,000 people in that 
auditorium, Lyons remembers, that 
‘“‘you people are putting into 
practice what world leaders are only 
talking about. It was very 
impressive.’’ 

Lyons feels that was the highlight 
of the Lyons family journey, which 
ultimately put 2,500 European miles 
on a leased Peugeot station wagon. 
But if that was the most exhilarating 
memory, the saddest, undoubtedly 
was extending farewells to the 
Piacenza citizens who first initiated 
a trip of their youngsters to this 
country and then refused to give up 
on a return visit, until the Americans 
said yes. 

‘‘l wanted to come back home, but 
it was all I could do to keep from 
crying,’’ Lyons recalls the farewell 
party in Piacenza recently, ‘‘be- 
cause I really hated to leave.’’ 

Such royal treatment, however, 
was not unique in the Lyons travels 
where no unpleasant incidents 
marred a month’s. sojourn in 
European countries. 

The original intent of the 
European trip was to enable Lyons, 
at the invitation of the United States 
Air Force, to deliver a paper on 
cadmium-telluride crystals, involv- 
ing his work at Aeronutronics-Ford, 
Newport Beach. 

That information was delivered at 
a symposium of 200 Ph Ds from 
around the world, including some 
from Iron Curtain countries. The 
sessions were held at Strasbourg, 


France, an international city of 
canals on the’ French-German 
border. 


Lyons’ information, which includ- 
ed redesigning of the electronic 
package for the crystals from a large 
cumbersome unit into a tiny parcel, 
prompted invitations for him to 
appear in Sweden, Germany, France 
and Jerusalem. One scientist, 
traveling the 6,000 miles from 
Sacramento, to obtain the informa- 
tion for use in the U.S. space 
program, discovered it had been 
available at Newport Beach ll 
along. 

Mrs. Lyons carefully kept diary of 
the family’s (Brian, Terri, Kevin and 
Michael) daily European adventures 
includes: 

Landing at the London Airport 
after 23 hours of sleepless traveling. 
Then on to Paris. 

First French lunch was hot dogs, 
pizza and a banana split, served with 
cognac and brandy. 

Family, used to California, was 
not overly impressed with French or 


Italian Riviera. Smooth rocks rather 


than sand on the beaches. Enjoyed 
the wonders of Monaco. 

Found Italy engaging and 
beautiful. The leaning tower of Pisa 
with 294 steps that go round and 
round makes a dizzy climb. As the 
family scrambled into the bell tower 
at high noon, all the bells of Pisa

began ringing. Very loudly. 

Jo Lyons: ‘‘Europe was so clean. 
No beer cans or paper blown up 
against fences. No litter or garish 
billboards.’’ 

When in Rome...drive carefully. 
Bob Lyons: ‘‘Not all roads lead to 
Rome, most of them bypass it!’’ 

Traffic in Rome: people drive 
down dividers, run red lights, run 
over pedestrians, who do not have 
the right-of-way and honk at 
everything including pretty girls. Jo 
Lyons: ‘‘You take your life in your 
hands to cross the street. If it’s 
illegal to park on the street, you park 
on the sidewalk. We did.’’ 

There are no service stations. Bob 
Lyons: ‘‘If you’re lost, you stop at an 
intersection, roll your window down 
and yell out where you want to go. 
The people in the next car will yell 
directions.’’ 

Jo Lyons: ‘‘You can’t hear 
conversations on Roman streets 
because of the noise of the traffic. No 
mufflers and a lot of pollution.’’ Bob 
Lyons: ‘‘All the air in Europe smells 
like truck exhaust even at night.’’ 

The Lyons visited prominent and 
out-of-way places to view famous 
art. A church ‘‘that looked like a 
store’’ contained not only Michel- 
angelo’s famous statue of Moses but 
chains used in the crucifixion of St. 
Peter. 

At the Vatican: Jo Lyons: 
‘‘Michelangelo’s statue, La Pieta, is 
now behind bullet proof glass. It is a 
different kind of marble. It looks 
almost like there is life in it. It is 
glowing and soft and doesn’t look 
like marble.’’ 

In Florence, Italy, people drive 
sensibly and all buildings are 
required to have red tiled roofs. 

In Strasbourg, France, it costs 66 
cents a load to wash at the 
Laundromat and 66 cents a load to 
dry. The machines were Speed 
Queens. 

Coca Colas in Europe cost 
anywhere from SO cents a glass to 
$1.60 and no ice. Water is not a 
widely-used commodity. Bob Lyons: 
““We had to sneak water.’’ 

The Lyons celebrated their 18th 
wedding anniversary on June 28, at 
a truck stop in Strasbourg, France 
with grilled steaks and French fries. 
(Family expenses of their trip were 
paid by Mrs. Lyons’ parents as an 
anniversary present). 

Fourth of July was celebrated in 
Paris with Michael Callahans and 
daughter Carol Ann. The group of 
ten Americans’ discovered a 
McDonald’s in the heart of Paris. Jo 
Lyons: “‘It tasted just the same. Just 
like home.”’ 

The Lyons ferried to England 
where they continued their sightsee- 
ing. Bob Lyons would like to 
return to Windsor Castle, and 
Strasbourg and see Scotland, Wales 
and Ireland. 

And, most especially, Piacenza, 
Italy.

Records reports on cor- 
rections, additions and 
inspections required in 
Placentia 
‘bring them up to code, are 
now numbering around 60 a 
month, Victor Newton, 
chief building official of the 
city reports. 

Building inspectors, 
Newton states, find that 
there are several items 
appearing continually on 
the corrections lists. Some 
are inadequate or improper 
connections of a ledger 
board to the house wall for 
patio covers; garage door 
openers with open wiring 
and water heaters. 

Water heaters, if relocat- 
ed, must comply with the 
plumbing code _ require- 
ment, Newton says, that 
they be 18 inches from the 
floor to the point of ignition. 
This is to prevent explosive 
vapors or fumes which are 
heavier than air from 
coming into contact with the 
pilot light of the heater. 

All water heaters, New- 
ton continued, whether 
replacements or new instal- 
lations, since January, 
1972, require a pressure 
and temperature relief 
valve installation. 

Plumbing code requires 
that it be located at the top 
of the heater on the hot 
water piping system but it 
may be at any suitable 
location as long as no valve 
or shut off device of any 
nature is installed between 
the water heater and the 
PTR valve. 

Information on such 
problems is obtainable from 
the city’s building depart- 
ment.

Movie ‘Midway’ 
Has Special 
Meaning 


The movie ‘‘Midway’’, 
currently showing through- 
out the Southland, has a 
special meaning for a Yorba 
Linda resident. 

Charles Beck was the 
only person Universal 
Studio, makers of the film, 
could locate who was a 
member of the aircraft 
carrier Hornet’s crew who is 
still in the United States 
Navy. 

Beck and former ship- 
mates were guests of the 
studio at the recent gala 
Hollywood premier of the 


American attack against the 
major islands of Japan with 
the first ever launching of 
bombers from a carrier... 
the deck of the Hornet. 

Six months later, on Oct. 
27, 1942 the Hornet was hit 
by two kamikaze airplanes, 
four large bombs and three 
torpedos and sank. Beck 
survived and had shore duty 
for a year. 

In 1943 he shipped out to 
the Marianas Islands with 
ground troops. A new 
carrier arrived in the area 
and Beck visited the ship, 


film depicting one of the believing it to be ‘‘the new 
most crucial naval battles of Hornet.’’ 
World War II...the Battle of It wasn’t, but Beck ate 


Midway. 

The film opened on the 
34th anniversary of that 
battle which took place on 
June 2, 3 and 4 in 1942. The 
combined sea and naval 
battle, occuring only 
months after the attack on 
Pearl Harbor by _ the 
Japanese, was credited 
with seriously damaging 
the enemy’s air and sea 
advantage gained by the 
bombing of the Hawaiian 
Islands base. 

Beck is now the zone 
supervisor for U.S. Navy 
Recruiting offices in North 
Orange County. He has a 
total of 3S years in the Navy. 
He holds the rating of 
Senior Chief Aviation Ma- 
chinist’s Mate. 

Beck joined the Navy in 
February of 1941 and 
trained as an _ Aviation 
Machinist Mate. He was 
assigned to the USS Hornet 
with Fighter Squadron 
Eight and went on routine 
patrol in the Pacific. 

The ship escaped the 
attack on Pearl Harbor and 
was among the first Navy 
ships to respond against the 
Japanese. Beck was aboard 
on April 18 when General 
Jimmy Doolittle led the first

California motorists who 
renew their driver’s licen- 
ses at the Department of 
Motor Vehicles will receive 
a donor sticker which they 
may affix to the back of their 
driver’s license to pledge a 
donation of their kidneys, 
corneas, or other organs 
upon death. 

DMV Director Herman 
Sillas said that estimates by 
the Transplantation Council 
are that the program could 


aid more than 8,000 
Californians in need of 
transplants. 

The program, dubbed 
“Gift of  Life,’’ was 
authorized under Senate 


Bill 542, authored by 
Senator Dennis Carpenter 
of Newport Beach. 

The donor of an anatomi- 
cal gift must be 18 years of 
age or older, the sticker 
must be signed in the 
presence of two witnesses, 
and it must indicate the type 
of anatomical gift being 
made available. The mea- 
sure does not provide for 
whole body donations, for 
which separate arrange- 
ments must be made with a 
medical school. 

Passage of the law was 
prompted by a widespread 
shortage of kidney, cornea, 
earbone and_ eardrum, 
pituitary, heart and skin 
donors.
